If 
Congress does not act wisely at the next 
session; if it is not actuated by calm- 
ness and patriotism, if it makes great 
mistakes and tails to meet the approval 
of the reasoning American public, there 
will not be much need for the election 
of delegates to the next National con- 
vention of the Republican party. The 
great masses ambition is to see that 
nothing is done to make them idle. It 
would be a crime if Congress should do 
anything at this time to upset business,

LONDON, Aug. 28.—Mulai- Abdul 
Aziz, Sultan of Morocco, was assassin- 
ated several days ago and his’ death 
kept secret, according to reports 
reaching Tangier and cabled to Lon- 
don. 

The report lacks confirmation, but 
is persistent and has circulated over 
the whole of Morocco. It was stated 
some time ago that the Sultan had 
fled from Fez and his brother had de- 
clared himself Aziz’s successor on the 
throne. 

Abdul Aziz was placed on the 
throne when he was 14 years old, im- 
mediately following the demise of bis 
father, Mulai Hassan, in 1894. He 
was not beloved by his subjects and 
for months the tribes have been caus- 
ing him no end of trouble.

FALKENHAINER

LAW. SAYS SIK 


Factory Inspector Insists He 
Can’t Get Protection for 
Child Wofkers. 





Factory Inspector Jesse W. 
charges that the attitude of As- 

Prosecuting Attorney Falken- 
toward the factory inspector's 
office is making a joke of the child 
labor law. Mr. Sikes says that \he is 
so hampered by the Assistant Prosecut- 
ing Attorney in the matter of warrants 
that it is practically impossible for him 
to enforce this and other laws. 

“Inquiries are being made at this of- 
fice every day by buséness and labor 
organizations and individuals to know 
why the child labor law is not enforced, ’ 
said Mr. Sikes. ‘“‘The only answer that 
I can give is that the Prosecuting At- 
torney’s oftice will not issue warrants 
when evidence of violation of the law 
is laid before the warrant officer.

Prosecutions Required. 


“The tactory inspector and his as- 
sistants and deputies are charged with 
the duty of entorcing the child labor 
laws. and the same_ section of the 
statute makes it incumbent on the 
prosecuting attorney, at the request of 
the. factory inspector, to prosecute 
violators of the law. 

“When my inspectors find that the 
law is being violated this office applies 
to the Prosecuting Attorney for a war- 
rant. Mr. Falkenhainer, instead of is- 
suing the warrant, writes a letter to 
the. offender and requests him to call 
at the office of the Assistant Prosecut- 
ing Attorney. Falkenhainer hen an- 
nounces that unless violation of the law 
ceases he will issue a warrant. 

“This sytem imposes double work 
on the Factory Inspector's office. In 
order to see whether the offender is 
violating the law I have to send in- 
spectors around again. Having been 
put on his guard by the Prosecuting 
Attorney, the accused is very likely 
to make an effort to conceal the fact 
that the law is still being violated. 

One Notice Given. . 


“Falkenhainer wants thig office to 
furnish him with a list of all viola- 
tors of the law so that he can oall 
them in. and notify them to cease em- 
ploying child labor. I have sent cop- 
ies of the law to all of these peo- 
ple, and my inspectors have explained 
its provisions to them in person. 

“It is not the province of the Pros- 
ecuting Attorney to notify people who 
violate the law to stop it. It is his 
duty to issue warrants when evidence 
of violation of law is presented to 
him. 

“We have the same trouble with 
Falkenhainer with respect to the en- 
forcement of other laws. Here is a 
particularly aggravated case. My in- 
spector found a toilet room in the 
kitchen of a West End restaurant 
that stood within eight feet of the 
range, and was used by the white and

ATACKS WOMAK 





4500 Spectators Thrown Into 


Panic at Big Pleasure 
Resort. 





VICTIM FATALLY HURT 





Animal Killed by Policemen 
After Fight Lasting Fif- 
teen Minutes. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Aug. 28.—Mrs. 

nna Hucke, aged 64, was horribly man- 
gled yesterday afternoon and 1500 per- 
ons were thrown into a panic when 
“Cedar,” an immense lion at Luna 
Park, escaped from his cage and 
charged the audience, composed mostly 
of women and children. After 15 min- 
utes’ battle, four park policemen killed 
the brute. Over fifty shots were fired 
at him. Mrs. Hucke is in the Homeo- 
pathic Hospital and the doctors do not 
think she can survive. 

Mrs. Hucke died today. The lion 
show has been at the park only a 
short time and ‘‘Cedar,” who was 344 
years old, and had but recently been 
brought from the jungle, was used as 
an open-air attraction, occupying a 
frail cage on the platform in front of 


the exhibition near the music pavilion. 


The 1500 people were listening to the 
concert and to the “‘barker’’ in front 
of the animal show. 

The ‘“‘barker’ was telling abeut the 
lion which had not yet been tamed, 
when suddenly, with a roar, Cedar 
broke his bars and sprang into the 
crowd. Mrs. Hucke was standing in 
front of the platform and Caught the 
full weight of the lion. She was 
thrown to the ground, one blow: from 
the lien’s paw crushing her ribs. Be- 
fore the audience realized what was 
happening the lion bit a great piece of 
Ylesh out of her right hip. 

Park Policeman W. A. Downey, whe 
was standing near the woman, fired a 
shot into the lion, whereupon it turned 
upon him. Downey fought off the 
beast with his club, and then it start- 
ed toward the park entrance. 

City Policeman George Sheridan, sta- 
tioned at the entrance of the park, had 
been attracted by the shet and he 
rushed through the gates just in time te 
meet the lion, which had started up 
the long flight of steps at the entrance. 
The lion jumped at him and Sheridam 
fired a shot into its body. 

By this time Park Policemen I. L. 
Lenhart, Albert Green and Downey 
had joined Sheridan. The lion was 
fighting vicieusly, the four officers 
pumping bullets into it from their re 
volvers as rapidly as they could re- 
load and keeping off his attacks as 
best they could with their clubs.

BEST BOX MAN 0 


Eddie Karger Has Pitched Consist- 
ently All Season Against All 
Teams in National League. 


HIS TWIRLING IS PUZZLING 








Some Pitchers Can Beat Certain 
Nines and Are Failures 
Against Others. 


= 


KARGER, the Cardinals’ 
best pitcher, and Christy 
Mathewson, once the best 

twirler in the the National League, had 

a diamond duel yesterday afternoon 

and the St. Louis man was beaten al- 

though the New Yorks could get but 
one run over the plate. 

Karger pitched an effective game 
against the Giants just as he does 
against all of the teams in the league. 
He is not one of the twirlers who find 
some teams easy marks and others 
hard ones, They all look alike to the 
local star and he has been pitching 
great ball all season. One of the most 
puzzling points about baseball is the 
uncertainty of pitching and pitchers. 

Not a manager sends a pitcher onto 
the slab without misgivings as to his 
work, and the pitchera themselves can- 
not predict with any certeiney as to 
whether it is going to be an off day for 
them or whether they will twirl in re- 
cord breaking form. 

Furthermore, even after a good start 
is made there is no certainty that this 
means a good finish and in not a small 
percentage of cases the twirler himself 
has little, if any, warning that the ex- 
plosion is coming. The opposing team 
for some reason or another, starts to 
hit the ball, and they keep on doing it 
despite the fact that the pitcher will 
tell you he has everything that he -be- 
gan with. 

Carrying the matter a step farther, 
neither managers nor pitchers can tell 
you just why certain teams are easy 
for certain pitchers. One of the most 
striking examples of pitching effective- 
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ness against a single team is furnished 


by Jacobson, formerly with the Browns 
and now with Boston. 

Jacobson never amounted to any- 
thing against any other club but he 
could always make it interesting for 
the White Sox, and while he was with 
the locals McAleer kept hoping that he 
would develop some of his effectiveness 
against other clubs. Jacobson is a left- 
hander, but he had but little terror for 
other clubs, which were supposed to be 
weak against portside twirlers. 

Hughes Easy for New York. 

Another example of effectiveness and 
non-e 1ectiveness against a team is fur- 
nished by Patten and Hughes against 
the New Yorks. One whe knew both 
pitchers and their styles and also the 
Highlanders, but did not know the rec- 
ords of the two, would pick Hughes al- 
most infallibly as the most effective 
pitcher against Griffith’s club. The lat- 
ter ts a sharp batting club, with a good 
deal of head work in both batting and 
base-running. Hughes is a clever field- 
ing pitcher, and one who uses good head 
work with his twirling. Therefore,’ he 
should be just the one to win from the 
Higl.la..ders. 
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Patten is a slow fielder, and it would 
appear as though New York would be 
able to defeat him without much trou- 
Yet Patten is the hoodoo pitcher 
of New York, while Hughes gives the 
Highlanders’ practically no _ trouble. 
These cases are not isolated ones, either, 
as there a.e many others of the same 
kind in botr. leagues. 

Now, ..0o return to the consideration of 
a pitcher’s work in a game. The 
catcher’s judgment is usually relied up- 
on to no small extent by a manager in 
judging whether a pitcher is right or 
not, yet the instances are numerous 
where a catcher has given it as his 
opinion that a pitcher is at his best, 
and yet the twirler has not lasted any 
time. On the other hand, a manager 
frequently thinks that a pitcher has 
nothing worth mentioning, but for some 
reason puts him in the game only to 
have him finish with a fine record. 
Part of this may be laid to weak bat- 
ting or strong batting, as the case may 
be, but certainly not all of it. 

Even more strange is the sudden re- 
versals seen in games. Pitchers fre- 
quently go several innings in fine form 
only to have the opposing batters find 
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ning, 
none

consecutively and hard in an in- 
though they apparently have lost 
of their curves or breaks. Then 
will settle down again and con- 
tinue out the game with a flawless rec- 
ord. Sometimes a twirler will be get- 
ting a lambasting and he will suddenly 
recover his effectiveness in the middle 
of an inning and make the opposing 
batters look bad. 
Reasons Why Pitchers Fail. 

+ Loss of effectiveness under ordinary 
conditions is entirely another thing. 
When a pitcher begins to lose -his 
curves, speed, or breaks, it is easy 
enough to understand why he is ham- 
mered hard. In nine cases out of ten 
the coming disaster can be foretold in 
these cases, When a pitcher grows 
tired, and his curves begin to grow 
lazy, and slow in breaking, it ts only 
a matter of time, as a rule, before 
he is gcing to be hit hard. The same 
is true when a team begins to hit the 
ball hard, despite the fact that it is 
not going safe. But on the other hand, 
there are cases, and many of them each 
Season, where pitchers go to the bad 
through no apparent reason and come 
back again the same way, sometimes in 
the same game and sometirnes in the 
next one, 

One of the main causes of the ordin- 
ary failure of pitchers is the almost 
marvelous control necessary to put 
curves and breaks across the plate. The 
point where the ball takes its break 


in a fast curve must be judged to an. 


exactness which baffles most of the 
minor league pitchers, and most of the 
latter fail to get the ball over the plate. 
Minor league batters are not so exact- 
ing, any they will-take a chance with 
anything that comes around the plate, 
while those in the major leagues must 
see the ball come over before they strike 
at it. 
When it comes to cutting corners 
with the ball or placing it in a cer- 
tain way with a curve, the accuracy 
necessary stops even a good percentage 
of the major league pitchers. Compara- 
tively few pitchers have absolute control 
of their curves and breaks, and when 
the latter are not at their best the ball 
misses the plate just enough to pass as 
a ball, and then the twirler is contin- 
ually getting in the hole. That means 
tnat he.has to give the batter the 
chance he is looking for, and this ac- 
counts for most of tie twirling failures. 
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The return of Bemis, Bradley and 
Lajoie patches up the crippled Nap 
combination.

ers.

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CLUBS OF THE RICH AND POOR. 
For the purposes of a lid crusade, it is well to 
bear in mind that there is a difference between a 





‘saloon and a legitimately organized and conduct- 


ed club, whether it be a rich man’s or a poor 
man’s club, whether it be composed of men who 
travel the highways in motors or of simpler folk 
vho occupy literally the humbler walks. 

The status of a club is not determined by the 
wealth, position or dress of its members or the 
scale afid quality of its establishment and service. 

The workingmen’s club may not be eharacter- 
ized by heavy upholstery, bronze, imported rugs, 
liveried lackeys, plate and cut glass; yet, since the 
law does not begrudge the rich clubman his en- 
joyment of these appointments, neither can it @- 
ny the poor man his simpler comforts. 

The right of a poor man’s club to dispense 
liquors to members or Sunday is identical with 
that of the more pretentious establishments, ard 
no amount of misdirected reform can take it 
away from him. 

Let the workingman see that his club is law- 
ful, keeping strictly all of the requirements of tiic 
statutes, and intelligent reform will not even ai- 
tempt to touch it. 

But an out-and-out saloon which has been on- 
erating as such for six days in the week canrot 
claim immunity as a club on Sunday, any more 
than a legitimate ‘lub, however humble, can Le 
treated as ° saloon on any day.

Mr. Chackes’ error in his problem is} 
that he treats the terms of his equa- 
tion (4—10 equals 9—15)' as binomials. 
whereas they should be treated as mono- 
mials; that is, the work indicated musi 
be performed before anything else is 
done to the equation, and his second 
equation should read: (4—10)-|-25-4 
equals (9—15)-|-25-4, and the third equa- 
tion should be: V4—10-|-V25-4 equals 
¢¥9—15-|-V2%-4. Then the fourth would 
be V—6-|-5-2 equals V—6-|-5-2. Now add 
6-2 to each side and we have: V—6-|-5 
equals V—6-|-5. Now to simplify the 
equation subtract 6 from each side, and 
we have V—6 equals V—6, and since 
the even root of a negative quantity is 
impossible, the equation is in its sim- 
plest form, and 2 equals 2 is still true.

It is 
incorrect in several respects; but suffi- 
cient to say that the square root of the 
improper fraction, twenty-five-fourths 
(2 divided by four) is not five halves 
(5 d'vided by 2)—not by a great deal. It 
is true that multiplying or dividing both 
numerator and denominator of a frac- 
tion does not change its value; but it is 
not true that no change is effected by 
extracting .quare root of both terms. 
But Mr. Chacke’s prime error les in 
extracting square root of each term of 
both halves of his third equation separ- 
ately. Reducing his second equation to 
its simplest form, it stands: 
12.25 equals 12.25 
and if he will extract the square root of 
that, the result will be 
3.5 equals 3.5.

There was further heavy long realiz- 
ing sales of local wheat Wednesday, and 
though a good demand existed, the close 
was 4c to %c lower for the day. Liver- 
pool cables closed unchanged on spot 
wheat and unchanged to %c higher on 
the futures. Antwerp wheat closed un- 
changed. Berlin wheat Sc lower, and 
Budapest wheat lc lower. 

No reports of lew temperatures in our 
Northwest were received early in the 
day, but the complaints of frost, cold 
weather and a poor qualitv of wheat 
being harvested were continued from 

anada. This and the relatively steady 
cables were ignored, however, and under 
the quite large amount of long wheat 
emptied into the market, initial prices 
were 14c to 4c lower. There were steady 
and heavy rains along the border of 
North Dakota and other sections, and as 
threshing of spring wheat is now 
full swing. this is doing considerable 
harm. Threshing returns were small, 
and receipts of new wheat at all North- 
western markets light, and reports as 
to the quality of the wheat received 
were contradictory. The majority of 
the messages stated that the standard 
is poor, but arrivals are as yet so light 
that no comprehensive estimate can be 
nade anent the quality of the spring 
wheat yield. The weather in Canada is 
still very cold, and rains were general 
with frost reported in scattered sec- 
tions. Very pessimistic predictions as to 
the size of the Canadian crop were gen- 
eral, though improved weather is now 


predicted. 
General rains fell throughout a large 


part of the winter wheat belt, which 
caused delay in threshing, besides doing 
considerable harm to wheat in shocks. 
The movement of winter wheat to the 
Western markets continues heavy and 
shipments have fallen off. The export 
demand has slackened up and bids from 
abread are now reported to be several 
cents out of line. The slower foreign 
demand put somewhat of a crimp in 
the shipments from interior points, and 
stocks at most Western markets showed 
sharp increases. There was a fair cash 
demand at about unchanged differences 
at most markets, but the inquiry came 
from milling and ele- 
vator interests. A good export demand 
for flour was reported, however, and a 
large business, both domestic and ex- 
port, was done in that staple, especially 
at Minneapolis. 

Quite sensational reports on Russian 
crop prospects were received from Liv- 
erpoel. It was stated that arrivals at 
shipping points are much under the 
average, the size of the crop far below 
estimates, and that nothing short of a 
crop disaster is feared. 

After the opening decline prices made 
several sharp recoveries on good buy- 
ing based on the Russian news and do- 
mestic damage reports, but the long 
liquidation caused chiefly by the slow 
export demand lasted all day, and car- 
ried prices back each time. 

September wheat opened %c lower at 
874c, was bid up to 87%c, offered down 
to 87%4c, and after fluctuating between 
Silec and S7%c closed with offerings at 
Silec, Yc lower for the day. December
